It sight be desirable to Include in the outline eons estissts 
of the effect of western tends controls on the staffing, attitudes, 
end activities of Soviet Erfcassies, Consulates and various niseione 
abroad. 


Paragraph XKL of the outline reading 

■the current selective type trade controls aimed 
primarily at the war potential sector of the Coa- 
mniet bloc econoz&ee* j 

is not entirely an accurate statement. The phrase *Furopean Scndet 
Bloc* should be used with the possible addition of the phrase *and 
the military and industrial sectors of Cominist China.* 

In general, however, the outline appears satisfactory and 
should provide the basis for a very useful study. 
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
